The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process such as a process wherein a diesel generator, etc., is 
utilized to apply power to a pump to enable forced circulation of coolant through the 
core and thus remove any heat (including decay heat) or, it could be utilized in a 
process which relies on dampers 170 and isolation valves 180 as in applicants prior art 
drawing Fig. 10. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
